I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1 9^9  => 

The  Registrar-General’s  figures  for  the  year  indicate  a 
mid  year  population  of  5,1^?  the  same  as  last  year0 

During  the  year  there  were  59  live  births  and  99  deaths 
compared  with  59  births  and  8?  deaths  in  1968*  The  adjusted  birth 
rate  of  15o6  per  thousand  population  is  slightly  below  the  national 
birth  rateQ  The  adjusted  death  rate  of  13°3  per  thousand  population 
is  close  to  the  national  death  rate.,  The  high  crude  death  rate  in 
Filey  ( 1 9 => 3 per  thousand)  is  due  to  the  high  proportion  of  old  people 
in  the  population * 

Causes  of  death  follow  the  expected  pattern,  with  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulation  and  cancer  predominating.,  There  were  two 
stillbirths  and  one  death  of  an  infant  under  one  year  of  age* 

The  only  notifiable  infectious  disease  worthy  of  mention  was 
infective  jaundice,  of  which  fourteen  cases  were  notified.,  Fi+ey 
did  not  escape  the  epidemic  cf  influenza  which  swept  the  country 
between  late  1969  and  early  1970o 

On  housing,  the  major  part  of  the  Providence  Place  Redevelopment 
Scheme  was  completed*  The  old  persons  flats  in  this  scheme  are 
centrally  heated  and  have  a two-way  communication  system  linked  to  the 
Warden’s  flat.,  Building  continued  on  the  Grove  Hill  and  Church  Cliff 
Farm  Estates* 

The  Town’s  water  supply  continued  as  in  previous  years  and  was 
satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality*  Sewage  disposal  continued  as 
previously* 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff 
of  the  Department  for  their  work  during  the  year  and  also  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant 
interest  and  support*

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


GENERAL 

Building  continues  on  the  Grove  Hill  and  Church  Cliff  Farm  Estates 
and  47  new  dwellings  have  been  completed  during  the  yea r,  The 

major  part  of  the  Providence  Place  Redevelopment  Scheme  was 
completed  and  the  properties  occupied  include  23  old  persons  flats, 
a wardens  flat,  2 maisonettes,  2 shops,  a community  centre  and 
4 houses.  The  old  persons  flats  have  full  central  heating  and 
have  a two  way  communication  system  by  means  of  which  the  warden 
or  the  tenants  can  contact  each  other  in  cases  of  illness  or 
emergency. 

An  improvement  Grant  Scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  block  nos, 

12  - 18  Queen  Street  which  is  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
Providence  Place  and  the  existing  Council  scheme  in  Queen  Street, 

The  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  has  coped  throughout 
the  year  with  the  ever  increasing  amount  of  material  to  be 
collected  and  disposed  of.  The  rise  in  the  amount  of  plastic  and 
similar  materials  which  are  in  everyday  use  presents  a problem 
which  confronts  authorities  who  are  trying  to  dispose  of  their 
refuse  by  tipping,  as  these  materials  do  not  rot  or  disintegrate 
like  more  materials  on  a tip.  Indeed  the  amount  of  wrapping  and 
packaging  appears  to  be  out  of  all  proportion  at  times. 


Very  few  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  various  caravan 
camps,  holiday  camp,  hotels  and  boarding  houses,  and  the  general 
standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  good.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Throughout  the  main  part  of  the  year,  two  side  loading  freighters 
and  six  men  which  include  the  two  drivers  are  employed  on  the 
collection  of  refuse  with  one  man  and  the  earth  moving  machine  at 
the  tip,  During  the  summer  months  an  additional  freighter  and 
two  men  augment  the  regular  teams  and  these  are  employed  mainly 
on  holiday  camp  collection  and  assisting  in  the  town  collection.: 
Apart  from  the  great  increase  in  the  amount  of  refuse  to  be 
dealt  with  during  the  summer,  traffic  congestion  in  the  main 
shopping  areas  makes  the  task  more  difficult  and  a good  deal  of 
valuable  time  is  lost  through  this  factor  alone<>  The  volume  of 
refuse  continues  to  rise  and  this  coupled  to  the  increasing 
amount  of  bulky  materials  such  as  old  furniture,  carpets,  etc*, 
which  are  discarded  at  a much  faster  rate  than  some  years  ago, 
throws  a strain  on  the  collection  and  disposal  service  which 
has  so  far  been  able  to  adjust  itself  to  the  additional  number 
of  premises  which  come  onto  the  register  each  year  ~ approximately 
600  dwellings  in  the  last  eleven  years 0 

Extra  collections  of  Trade  Refuse  are  made  upon  payment  and 
during  the  winter  month  mussel  shells  are  collected  from  the 
fishermens  bait  houses  after  payment  for  the  season o 

The  four  wheel  drive  Weatherill  machine  has  maintained  the  tip 
in  excellent  condition  as  regards  coverage  and  there  have  been 
practically  no  complaints  about  the  tip  since  we  obtained  this 
machine « It  is  however  more  costly  to  run  and  maintain  than 

the  ordinary  rear  wheel  drive  machine » However  when  the  cost 

of  a new  machine  of  this  type  (approximately  £6,500)  is  compared 
to  the  £1,500  we  paid  for  it,  there  is  quite  a margin  for  repairs.. 

The  whole  of  the  tip  surface  has  been  covered  by  a layer  of  clay 
soil  and  whereas  this  makes  an  excellent  seal,  it  is  impermeable 
and  does  not  allow  water  to  drain  through  with  the  result  that  in 
winter  the  surface  of  the  tip  becomes  a quagmire.  The  tip  is 
dusted  with  insecticide  at  the  appropriate  times  of  the  year  to 
control  fly  and  other  insect  breeding,  and  is  regularly  baited 
by  the  rodent  operator  to  keep  down  the  rats.
